In the factory there worked about 120 workmen, thereout about

machines, 1 large electrical paper-mill machine (bolter) and one 
large steam-machine. The equipment was German one, old machines 

that often failed. In the paper-mill there were produced only 
cartons of different kind and matrixes. The matrixes were destined 
for maxpart home vise, “the cartons for export. He saw boxes directed 
to New York.
